Npxt tn these two thermometers is 
the thermograph, an instrument equip- 
ped with a highly sensitive lever, which 
records upon <i chart (which is spaced 
to hours) the complete story of the rise 
and fall of temperature during every 
part nf the day. So, while the ther- 
mometers register only given points in 
the day's temperature, the thermograph 
and the hydrograph, which records the 
humidity, tell the whole tale of the 
day's temperature and moisture.

On the Deeker garage is an ordin- 
ary-looking weather vane; only this 
weather vane works on hull bearings, 
ond is consequently extremely flexible, 
and in Mr. Decker's study hangs a mer- 
curial barometer, so accurate that it 
will record 1/1000 of an inch, a dupli- 
cate of the barometers used in nil 
weather bureaus. 

One very interesting phase of Mr. 
Decker's work is its use in rain-insur- 
ance transactions. More and more or- 
ganizations are taking out this forin of 
insurance for picnics, lawn fetes, ba- 
zaars, etc. No rain insurance- company 
will pay out money, however, unless the 
demand is oecompanied by on oflieial 
record of the rainfall. Consequently 
Mr. Decker is often called upon to take 
barometrical readings during the- hours 
when such affairs ore in progress in this 
vicinity. He is very glml to render this 
service one! hopes to be called upon 
more frequently. 

A summary of weather conditions in 
Narhorth is sent out every month to 
Forecaster Bliss in Philadelphia, and he 
in turn forwards them to Washington. 
These records may be found in the 
Pennsylvania section -of the govern- 
ment bulletin, " Climntologieal Data," 
and arc signed by Chnrles Decker, Ob- 
server.

The InternatioiKil Boy Scout Bureau, 
or clearing house for information, has 
notified Chief Scout Executive James 
K. West, of the Boy Scouts of Amer- 
ica, that all registered . associations 
hove reported the adoption of the left 
handshake as the official handshake for 
scouts. The left handshake idea is 
popular with scouts, for it adds a 
touch of frateriialigm, of mysticism, 
and, what is perhaps of more impor- 
tance to the boy, leaves his right hand 
free for a salute or some act of 
friendly service. The Boy Scouts of 
America fell into line with other na- 
tions already using the left handshake 
when the practice was made ofBciol by 
the Executive Board' very recently; it 
has always been the official. scout hnnil- 
shnke in England and some other coun- 
tries.
